— As the King of 
Spain and President Loubet 
drove away from a, performance 
of the opera after midnight, an 
hist threw a bomb in the direc- 
tion of the royal carriage. The pro- 
jectile struck a soldier belonging to (he 
cuirassier escort on the shoulder, fell 
to the ground and exploded without in- 
juring His Majesty or the President, 
who continued their drive to the Palace 
D'Orsay. Several soldiers of the escort 
thrown from their horses and In- 
jured, while fragments of the bomb 
struck several persons in the crowd. 
King Alfonso and President Loubet had 
been clitic-red along the route to the 
opera, by enthusiastic crowds. 

The gala performance comprised 
Samson and Delilah" and "Maladetta." 
When King Alfonso and President Lou- 
bet entered the building, surrounded by 
brilliant staff and followed by the 
entire diplomatic corps and officials, 
the house, which was comprised of the 
elite of French society, arose and cheer- 
ed, while the orchestra played the 
Spanish and French anthems. The per- 
formance went without a hitch. His 
Majesty chatted gaily with the Presi- 
dent during the Interval. 

Cheered by Populace. 
After the performance King Alfonso 
nd President Loubet proceeded down 
the grand staircase and arrived at the 
gaily illuminated and decorated Place 
de L'Opera, where the royal carriage 
awaited them. The King and Presi- 
dent took seats side by side and the 
vehicle started off, surrounded by sev- 
eral squadrons of cuirassiers, towards 
the Avenue de Opera. The crowd round 
the opera house was packed for two 
hundred yards and the avenue was 
packed with a dense throng which 
awaited the passing of the royal and 
presidential party. When the King's 
carriage passed at a gallop, followed by 
others containing the diplomatic corps 
and ministers, the crowd yelled itself 
hoarse, shouting, "Long live the King' 
and "Long live the President." 

The procession arrived at the end of 
the Avenue d'Opera and around the 
Place Theatre Francaise, at least 1,500 
persons being In ■ the Rue De Rohan, 
a short street forming practically a 
continuation of the Avenue d'Opera 
right opposite the gateway of the 
Louvre leading to the Place Caroussel. 
There, just a few yards before reach- 
ing the Rue d'Rlvoll, a man sprang for- 
ward with his arm raised In the air. 
and before the police could prevent hi in 
he, without uttering a word, 

Threw a Projectile 

In the direction of the royal carriage. 
The police immediately rushed towards 
him. 

At that moment a deafening ex- 
plosion occurred. Cries from the crowd 
were heard and a scene of Intense ex- 
citement began. Soldiers were seen to 
fall, but before the Hash from the bomb! 
died out It was observed that Ihe King | 
and the President hail not been struck I 
and their carriage proceeded on its I 
way. 

'I'lii' young Ivillg was to he seen sil- I 
ting beside the President. He - 
'mi calm. Ju-n before the carriage di 
appeared the King called one of the at- 
taches of the Spanish embassy and sent 
liiiu hack to make inquiries concerning 
tin- wounded. The police cleared the 
surrounding streets and began attending 
i he wounded, who were curried lo a ho- 
ld. Immediately following the explo- 
sion, an individual was seen lo dash into 
the crowd, Inn before he could escape lie 
was seized by the police. 

Arrests Effectod. 
Many other arrests were effected. The 
firsl person taken whs a man, about Lilt 
years old.

It. is not known whether Ids wound was 
caused by the explosion or by Hi" vio- 
lence of the crowd. I If refused to talk,

Other persons arrested on suspicion of 
being accomplices in the deed refuse to 
given information regarding Hie man be- 
lieved to ho responsible for the outrage.

Later— An anarchist threw a bomb at 
ihe royal carriage containing 'King 
Alfonso and President Loubet as I bey 
Were leaving the opera after a gala 
[performance. The bomb exploded with- 
out Injuring either the President or the 
King. Soldiers belonging to the escort 
were wounded. 

Many arrests have been made, Includ- 
ing the person believed to have thrown 
the bomb, and three persons suspected 
of complicity in the plot, as the latter 
were seen under the archway of the 
Louvre with a destructive engine a few 
minutes before the explosion occurred. 
Caricature of Alfonso. 
Tlie Spanish embassy called the atten- 
tion of the prefect of nnhVc to a huge 
r>arlrnt 111*0 »f King Alfonso exhibited on 
the Boulevard lies Italians. The picture 
was suggestive of tin- King's matrimon- 
ial intentions, showing him surrounded 



by pretty women, and throwing kisses to 
them. The police ordered the caricature 
to he taken down, which -was doiio 
against the protests of the proprietor. 

The minister of the interior ordered 
the removal of w red ling which was (ly- 
ing over the workingmen's exchange, 
bearing the inscription, "Remember the 
victims of Barcelona." 

The police hoisted a tri-coior in place 
of the revolutionary emblem. 

A Radical Revolutionist. 

New York, May .'II. — A Paris de- 
spatch to the Herald quotes the Petit 
Parisian of tlimt city as saying that while 
King Alfonso and President Loubet were 
driving along the Avenue Du Hois do 
Boulogne, a spectator 'burst through the 
line of police, dodged the horses of Hie 
escort, and brandished a dagger, shout- 
ing "Down with Inquisitors; Long live 
the Workers.". 

The police succeeded in seizing him, 
and at the police station lie said his 
name was Augtiste Carney, in jeweler's 
workman, and secretary of the jewel 
workers' federation. Carney has pre- 
viously had trouble with the police on tit 
count of his revolutionary opinions.

Russian Captain's Story. 
London. June 1. — The Dally Mall's 
Toklo correspondent says that the cap- 
tain of the Russian cruiser Admiral 
Nakhlinoff, who Is now a prisoner, re- 
lates the following story of the battle 
between the Japanese and Russian 
fleets: 

"We first saw the Japanese at G 
o'clock on the morning of May 27 when, 
suddenly and unexpectedly, we en- 
countered the enemy's lleet as we were 
moving to the east of Tsu Island. They 
steamed towards us and opened fire. 
Only ninety minutes after the firing be- 
gan a sudden shock was felt under the 
Admiral Nakhlmoff. and she began to 
sink with great rapidity. My belief is 
that she either struck a mine or a tor- 
pedo. The crew numbered slx~hv»idred 
men, a majority of whom 

Went Down With the Ship 
as there was no time to get the men 
on deck. A number of survivors, aided 
by life belts, swam to a small launch, 
and about 1 o'clock In the morning we 
went aboard a Usher boat. All of the 
men were sent to the Shlmonoseki. In 
the engagement fought off Llancourt 
rocks the Russian battleships were sur- 
rounded by Japanese ships, which cir- 
cled about them, pouring In a heavy 
lire, and they almost immediately fell 
into confusion. Seeing their plight. 
Vice Admiral Togo signalled from the 
Mikasa a demand to know whether the 
Russians were ready to surrender. Our 
ships complied with the demand."

thoritatively that no definite steps look- 
ing toward peace yet has been taken by 
the American government.

soon, is reasonably certain. The result 
of such an effort is quite another matter.

RUSSIA'S LOSSES. 

To express In dollars and cents the 
losses of Russia during the present war 
■would mean a sum which is Incompre- 
hensible to the mind. A million dollars 
as an abstract mental quantity conveys 
i.ni idea -which can only he conceived in 
a relatively vague way. Our compre- 
hension of numbers as representing con- 
creto things is very limited, indeed, and 
when "we get into the billions we lose ail 
sense of proportion. We, therefore, can- 
not realizo in any definite way what this 
-war moans financially to Russia. 

She has lost a fleet costing at least 
S10O,0O0,O00; she has lost Tort Arthur 
with its vast expenditure for fortifica- 
tions; she has lost Dalny, a city made 
to order out of millions of money; she 
"will havo lost the Manehurinn railways 
■and Vladivostok; she will have to pay 
Japan an indemnity equal to the cost of 
the war, at least $500,000,000 to date, 
•possibly $1,000,000,000 in all; she will 
hare spent a sum equivalent to that in 
carrying on the war on her own account. 
Directly and indirectly her losses by the 
time peace will have been declared will 
not be far short of $3,000,000,000— an in- 
conceivable sum, equal to $-0 per head 
■for every man, woman and child in her 
(Empire. And for what? For her 
breach of faith in not evacuating Man- 
churia as she agreed to do, and for re- 
fusing the reasonable demands of Japan 
at the outset — a terrible penalty to be 
paid by innocent subjects for the politi- 
cal crimes of a bureaucratic government, 
whoso dealings with Manchuria and 
Japan were but the climax of an historic 
policy of diplomatic intrigue and du- 
plicity. 

THE GLOBE TWICE REPENTANT. 

The Globe has recanted again. When 
the original educational clauses of the 
Autonomy Bill came before Parliament 
the Globe ranged itself on the side of 
the Liberal dissentients. For a time 
there was a number of Liberal news- 
papers and politicians who either were 
openly rebellious or sulked In their 
tents. Then a compromise was reached 
mi a modification in language rather 
than in effect, and the dissenters came 
trooping back Into line— the Globe, not 
very cheerfully, it is true, but came 
back. Then the conscience of the edi- 
tor began to prick. It may have been 
stimulated Into action by its peculiar 
Toronto environment; It probably was. 
However, It assumed a strong attitude 
of independence on the Government's 
school policy, and there was a ring 
about Its utterances on the subject that 
amis almost sincere and heartfelt, a re- 
freshing and high-toned note thai sug- 
gested hope for the ultimate redemp- 
tion of the Globe from Liberal thral- 
dom. It was not m be. Mr. Robert 
Jaffray and Hon. Sena tor ( 'ox. who con- 
trol the Globe, are too near the powers 
that ln> and have too many interests 
acquired by that close relationship to 
permit of such an estrangement con- 
tinuing. Hence the weakening and sub- 
mission which are told in lb.- following 
from Its editorial columns, explanatory 
of its position: 

"The Globe, however, neither defends 
nor condones this one action of the 
Government. Were this the only ques- 
tion at issue between the political 
parties, and were there no supreme 
reasons of a public and national kind 
why the Government, despit 
Hon, should be sus

Hence, farming, 
in all its branches, is the Backbone, or, to 
change the metaphor, the foundation, of 
society. 

The ureas of arable land in the vicin- 
ity of Victoria are not large, but especial- 
ly adaptable for the horticulturist, the 
dairyman, the poultry and egg producer, 
and all the smaller types of farmer.. 
Moreover, they are exceedingly fruitful, 
and the possibilities of intensive culture 
are so great, as exemplified in one or 
two cases we could refer to, Hint all 
British Columbia can be supplied in cor

WEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 



The Colonist has been asked to state 
walu Is the capital of the Australian com- 
monwealth, and to give Its location. At 
present the capital Is Melbourne, but that 
Is only temporary. A new location has 
been selected for the seat of government, 
•but so far as we are aware, dt has not 
been Anally decided upon. Owing to the 
lealousles which naturally would arise 
among the older cities such as Sydney and 
Melbourne any one of these would be un- 
satisfactory, and there are also other 
reasons which come Into play. A capital 
should be safe from attack In case of 
else we can think foreign 'Invasion. There are also consld- 
' eratlons of situation, water supply, cli- 
mate, etc.. to be taken into account. Dnl- 
getv Is the name of the township In which 
It is proposed to build the capltol build- 
ing, and will. It Is thought, lie decided 
upoe Dalgety Is at present only a vil- 
lage, and heretofore considered of such 
little importance apparently as not to be 
found upon anv of the maps available. 
There Is a Dolgetty mountain marked, hut 
It Is away near the west coast. In a list 
of towns In an official publication we find 
the following Information, which is given 
verbatim: 

"Dalgety (late Buckley's Crossing), 30 
degrees 1!S S. lat., 148 degrees 53 D. long.), 
a postal and money order township, with 
telephone exchange. 200 miles south of 
Sydney, situated on the Snowy river. In 
the road from Coomato Glppsland, In the 
electorate of Manoro, Co., Walace. The 
route from Sydney Is rail to Coonia sta- 
tion, thence 32 miles by coach three times 
a week.

Pioneer Prospector Tells of the 
Country Which G. T. P. Will 
Open up. 



Out of the wilds of the northern ex- 
terior, where he has resided for the past 
ten years, there has come to Victoria .1 
gentleman who is intimately acquainted 
with the district which will he opened 
up by the construction of the Urand 
Trunk Pacific Railway— Mr. J. W. Mox- 
Icy, who is now a guest at the Driard. 

For the pust two years Mr. Moxlcy 
has been resident in the Peace river 
country nl a point 250 miles from Fort 
George, although for ten years he ha* 
been in the wilds of the interior in the 
section surrounding the headwaters of 
the upper Fraser and the upper Cariboo 
country. 

To a Colonist reporter who interview- 
•ed him at the Driard yesterday, ho ex- 
plained the method of getting into the 
Peace river country, whore he is living, 
and told something about the character- 
istics and resources of the district. He 
wont in by way of Fort George, which 
is situated liKJ miles above Quesnel, by 
Indian canoe, the trip being usually a 
very arduous one. If weather and water 
conditions are favorable, the trip can be 
made in 12 days, but often it occupies as 
long as 20 days.

Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell Complete Ex- 
tended Tour — Victorians Abroad. 

After an extended and very pleasant 
tour of the great cities of the old world, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Mitchell have re- 
turned to Victoria, well satisfied to 
be at home again, for "'mid pleasures 
and palaces" there is after all "no 
place like home." 

The Victorians may speak out of the 
book of experience concerning palaces, 
for during their tour they visited a 
great number of the royal homes and 
show places of Europe. Not only did 
their travels embrace England, Scot- 
land. Franc,- and Germany — which an; 
invariably included In the prand tour- 
but Holland, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Italy as well. 

At Home they bad the pleasure of 
catching a passing glimpse of Mr. and 
Mrs. .1. H. Turner, with whom, how- 
ever, they had no opportunity of con- 
versing, both parties being driving at 
the time ami their carriages merely 
passing and permitting ol bows of 
pleasant recognition. 

hi Lelpzic, thi! great musical centre 
of the art world, another Victorian was 
fallen in with, Mr. Benedict Bantly be- 
ing tin-re completing his musical stud- 
ios. In which he is making marked ad- 
vance, as was attested by his playing, 
which the Victoria visitors had oppor- 
tunity of hearing. Mr. Bantly expects 
to spend another year In Leipzic, re- 
turning then to bis Victoria home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell attended sev- 
eral magnificent concerts while in Leip- 
zic, and also took occasion to visit the 
great industrial fair, which during their 
short stay was fully in progress. The 
industrial representation of the coun- 
try is referred to as exceedingly thor- 
ough, and Mr. Mitchell speaks in terms 
of high appreciation of the showing 
made In all departments of the fair. 

Much of the time of the Italian visit 
was sp' ot ii Venice and tit Naples, the 
former Immortal city, with Its glamor 
of romance, interwoven with the his- 
tory of the arts, being found in no way 
disappointing., From Naples an expe- 
dition was made to Mount Vesuvius, 
which at the time was hi a state of 
seml-cruptlon and presented a picture 
of Indescribable grandeur — although, of 
course, the more serious eruptions re- 
ported by the cable bird not at that time 
occurred, nor had the exhumations of 
Pompelian jewels been made, which 
otherwise would have been naturally 
of the greatest Interest to Mr. Mitchell. 

Speaking of the jewelry trade, Mr. 
Mitchell says (bat ho found it quiet on 
the whole. He visited all the groat 
trade centres, picking up many Indi- 
vidual novelties and pieces of rare 
beauty, as well as ordering large gen- 
eral stocks for the patrons of Chal- 
loner & Mitchell. 

Conspicuous among the trade novel- 
ties reported by Mr. Mitchell Is a new 
square setting of Parisian origination, 
which is exceedingly ornate, novel and 
beautiful— 'a fact which Victorians will 
later on have opportunity of attesting, 
as many examples of tin; new setting 
are Included in the Orders placed, for 
the ensuing year's demands. 



Steamer Lyra, of the Boston Tugboat 
Co., is dun from the Orient. The steam- 
er comes from Hongkong via Shanghai. 
Nagasaki and Kobe, and brings a goo.l 
cargo, of which 350 tons of general Chin- 
ese and .Japanese merchandise is to be 
landed at this port. The steamer Kaii- 
agawti .Maru, of the Nippon Xuseu 
Kaisha line, is ulso about due. The Jap- 
laneeo liner h; expected to reach port 
from Yokohama tomorrow. Now that 
Togo has 'annihilated the Russian war- 
ships, it is expected that the schedule of 
the Japanese line will soon be resumed. 
The war risks dropped tit once. Prior 
to the battle, rates ranging from two 
and a half to eight per cent, were quoted 
on ships and cargoes sent from the Pa- 
cific Coast to Japanese and Chinese 
ports. Vesterday tin? rate was a halt' 
per cent, and is liable to be further re- 
duced. 

Since the outbreak of the war with 
Russia nearly all of the vessels in tliu 
tieet of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha have 
been used 'as transports. The company 
has been able to maintain a monthly ser- 
vice. It is now expected that within 
a very short time the regular service of 
two boats a month will be given. The 
dnpinicse line running out of San Fran- 
cisco will likely resume service. 

'Ions upon Ions of supplies have !»''U 
shipped to Japan 'and < 'hina in the past 

year. At ll inbreak of the war there 

was a hii.' demand for supplies, ami tin- 
ibottts in the trade have curried millions 
of pounds of Hour. lis'", meat and other 
articles for the armies in the Japanese 
service. Hundreds of tons of machinery 
and railroad materia] has also been for- 
warded, which indicates that tin Japan- 
ese will open up a big territory as soo'i 
las peace is declared. 

The inrush of Hour and general sup- 
plies for Japanese ports will drop oil 
now that the beginning of July is ap- 
proaching. F"r some months heavy ship- 
ments of Hour, etc., have been made, 
many tramp steamers having been char- 
tered tit Pacific Co-st ports to augment 
the regular liners. Now the rush is 
about over, for the time of the enforce- 
ment of the new war duties of the Jap- 
anese, is close at hand. 

GAVE A FLAG. 

Passengers Show Appreciation of Cap- 
tain's Mode of Treating Strikers. 

Steamer Dolphin lias a new flag. It 
was presented to Captain J. Johnson by 
south-bound passengers from Skagway. 
The reason for the presentation was 
this: While at Wrangel, May 25, Cap- 
tain Johnson discharged a sailor be- 
cause the man refused to obey orders. 
Other sailors quit in sympathy, and 
later the firemen walked olf the ves- 
sel Captain Johnson sent for some In- 
dians, and in a very short time had a 
crew together and the vessel sailed 
for Seattle. The trip, after leaving 
Wrangel, was without incident, and no 
more trouble was experienced. 

At Wrangel the sailors said that the 
Dolphin would not be able to leave port 
without them, and, after making re- 
peated threats to tie up the ship, the 
natives were employed. The passengers 
witnessed the trouble, and after the 
vessel was well on her way to Seattle 
resolutions were prepared and present- 
ed to Captain Johnson for his success 
In making a trip on schedule time in 
the face of the trouble with the sailors 
and Bremen. 

UMBRIA EN ROUTE. 

Italian Cruiser Now on the Way From 
! San Francisco to Esquimalt. 

The Italian cruiser Umbria is on her 
'way from San Francisco to Esquimalt, 
'The cruiser left the Golden Gate on 
'Monday and is expected to reach port 
I today or tomorrow. The Umbria has 
[been at San Francisco for several 
weeks having arrived at the Bay City 
'from the South American coast. While 
'at the Callfornlan port her ship's com- 
pany was entertained by the Italian 
colony The cruiser will spend several 
months on the Pacific coast before com- 
pleting her cruise. She will return to 
San Francisco in July. 

DAKOTA IS COMING. 

The new Hill liner Dakota has left 
Coronel for Seattle, via Victoria, for— 
ilike the Minnesota— she will call hen? 
to taken on a crew of 172 Chinese to 
.be brought from Hongkong by one of 
the trans-Pacific liners, presumably the 
Minnesota. The Dakota sailed from 
(New York on April JS. and Is bringing 
a shipment of rails for the Alaska Cen- 
tral railway. According to Seattle ad- 
tvices, she is due at that port on June 
20 This will require rather fast steam- 
ing for the big Dakota, but it is under- 
stood that her commander Is under or- 
ders to make as good a showing as pos- 
sible with the vessel. I, ike the Minne- 
sota, tin- Dakota will be able to carry 
'several hundred passengers and a cargo 
of 20,000 tons of freight. She will be 
[manned by 55 white men ami 17-! 
Chinese.
